I. Claims 1-13, drawn to a method for sending advertisements based on the 
location of the device that is determined from a signal received from the 
device, classified in class 705, subclass 14. 

II. Claims 14-37, drawn to a method for sending advertisements based on a 
generated profile that is created with information from a data collector, 
classified in class 705, subclass 14. 

III. Claims 38-41 , drawn to a method for pricing an advertisement based 
different variables, classified in class 705, subclass 14. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in 
scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination 
is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination I has separate utility because 
the advertisements are based strictly on a signal that indicates the location of the 
device. Subcombination II has separate utility because it collects historical data from 
the recipient, creates a profile, and then determines advertisements based on the 
profile. For example (in Claim 14), subcombination II has separate utility because a 
profile is created without receiving a signal indicating location from the device. See
